The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: references by 
Smirnov et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,570,578), Oka et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,102,639), 
Brunelle (U.S. Patent No. 5,999,194), and Gossweiler, III et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,400,372) are made of record as describing related methods of rendering a scene in 
multiple specifications with a user-defined purpose, and rendering multiple 
specifications of an object, respectively. However, none of the cited prior art teaches or 
suggests scene descriptor data including a first specification of at least one object, and 
a second specification of at least one object, wherein the first and second specifications 
are separately derived.
